Milton FE, Sicklesteel, 83, oldest 
Assumption alumnus died on De- 
cember 24. A native of Chatham, 
Ontario, Mr. Sicklesteel was chief 
engineer of the lake steamer Greater 
Buffalo until his retirement in 1941 
when the vessel was sold to the 
U.S. Navy. He attended Assump- 
tion from 1880 to 1882.

EV. ARMAND J. ‘BENNY’ JACQUES, M.M., Catholic 
Mission, Hsing An, Kuang Hsi, South China: “All is quiet 
here. We have our obstacles and hurdles but the good Lord 
and His Blessed Mother seem to get us through and over them. 
I know you are interested in the progress here, so here is the 
latest report. My Christians number 1,110. Have 20 village 
catechumenates going. The other day I baptized a group that 
walked twenty miles for baptism. I have a lot to be thankful 
for, as this is the only place that has been able to carry on in 
this manner, The grace of God is still flowing into Hsing An 
due to the sacrifices of my friends back home. So keep up the 
good prayers and I[’ll do my best to reap the harvest. This little 
town of Hsing An has a history which goes back to the ancient 
times. When the Emperor Titus was building the Colosseum in 
Rome A.D, 80, Hsing An was a flourishing canal town. It 
dates back to 110 B.C. when the Emperor Wu-Ti, the sixth 
emperor of the Han dynasty built the Hsing An canal. The 
mountainous nature of the southern provinces of Kuang-Hsi 
and Kuang Tung served in the early period of the nation’s 
history to keep the people of this region isolated. To improve 
the economic conditions of the country Wu-Ti undertook the 
digging of canals in various parts of the nation. It was during 
this period that Hsing An was born. The building of the Hsing 
An canal established an internal water communication stretch- 
ing from the capital Pei-P’ing in the far north to Kuei-Lin and 
Canton in the south. It enabled the army to transport the 
tribute rice from the southern provinces to the capital in the 
north. Hsing An is situated in northeastern Kuang-Hsi. It lies 
in a fertile valley 900 feet above sea level and surrounded by 
mountains, The Hsaing River comes down from the east, 
circles the eastern section of the town and then flows north to 
Ch’ang-Sa. At the eastern outskirts of the town and where the 
waters of the Hsaing flow into the canal, a tablet is to be found. 
It was erected during the reign of Chu-Hung-Wu, the first 
emperor of the ming dynasty. It states that he sent his inspector, 
Yen-Chen-Tzu and the minister of finance for Kuang-Hsi prov- 
ince to supervise the repair of the canal. The tablet goes on to 
say what material was used and how much. That was in the 
year 1368. The canal for a long time served as a water link 
between north and south and boats and barges of every descript- 
ion floated upon its waters. About 15 years ago a railroad was 
built with the result that the canal no longer serves as a means 
of communication. Now there are no boats or barges that glide 
upon its waters. It remains a type of antique China, a reliquary 
of contemplation left to Time. Here, where once the Dragon 
waved in the breeze from the barge of the emperor, now the 
canal’s moss covered stones stand as mute testimony to Hsing 
An’s ancient glory. The canal still quietly flows through the 
town and its waters are used from drinking, washing clothes,

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vegetables and for bathing etc. The Hsing An of those days 
must have been a prosperous canal town. Although it has lost 
its grandeur and its commerce, it now bears witness to another 
glory and to one that is eternal. The Cross of Christ now over- 
looks the canal, the town and the surrounding country. Count- 
less numbers have come in to enquire of this new glory which 
is eternal and many have remained to be encircled by His loving 
and outstretched arms. As the little canal flows quietly by, it 
seems to sing the song of eternity, the Hope of the world, eternal 
grandeur and Everlasting Happiness. ‘Men may come and men 
may go but I go on forever.’ Will remember you all at mid- 
night Mass on Christmas.”

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The Saga of Old Assumption

‘THIRTY YEARS passed and Assumption has begun to reap 


the reward of the noble experiment. 


The aim and object 


of the College was the extension of the much needed priesthood 
in western Ontario and how well it succeeded may be gleaned 
from the long list of ambassadors of Christ who have issued 
from the portals of our Alma Mater. 


Expressed in Motto 


The motto of the College ex- 
pressed in concise form the spirit of 
Assumption: ‘Doce me bonitatem et 
disciplinam et scientiam.” There 
was no doubt about the first and the 
second in the early days and the 
third would develop as it coincided 
with the requirements of the age. 


For students having the priest- 
hood in view, the “bonitatem” was 
a natural guest. The virtue of self- 
denial was inculcated in a practical 
manner. Commandos dedicated to 
the service of the Church Militant 
had to be toughened to the work in 
view. 


Consequently the very spirit of 
Assumption was redolent of growth 
in holiness as an essential part of 
the preparation for the priesthood. 
Prayer, meditation, spiritual reading 
with daily Mass and special devo- 
tions as the season, particularly in 
the month of May, suggested. Is it 
any wonder there is in the hearts of 
the old timers a yearning for the 
sweet communion with the days 
that are gone. Yes, those days have 
gone but the memory still remains 
like the soothing tragrance that 
haunts the scene “when lights are 
fled and garlands dead and memory 
is the only friend that grief can call 
its own.” 

“Disciplinam” who of the students 
of ancient days does not recall the 
stern discipline of the little semin- 
ary? Life was regulated along rigid 
lines. There was nothing like it for 
weeding out the weakling who 
might have notions of entering the 
priesthood as a clean and comfort- 
able career. 

From morn till noon, from noon 
till dewy eve and even in the silent 
watches of the night, students were 
subject to the observant and alert 
supervision of prefects and every 
professor was a prefect at all times 
and places and woe betide the re- 
calcitrant youth who dared to con- 


travene the general and particular 
principles of proper conduct at all 
hours. 


Not Misnamed 


Nor was this doctrine of strict 
discipline a misnomer. Every month 
the pupil heard the record of his 
behaviour proclaimed publicly in the 
findings of the prefects. Piety, 
regularity, obedience, politeness, 
study and neatness were noted and 
commented on as occasion required 
for the personal attention of any one 
inclined to delinquency in any o 
the above spheres. Besides these 
points there were a few other points 
of general behaviour that were not 
only frowned upon but subject to 
drastic reprisals at times. Chewing 
tobacco was a crime and smoking 
was akin to murder. Creating a dis- 
turbance in the dormitory was visited 
with condign punishment, if the cul- 
prit was discovered—which he fre- 
quently was not. 

Then the whole dormitory was 
subject to suspicion of fault and at 
times a dozen were punished for the 
crime of one. The same strictness 
was maintained in the study hall 
with the same general mode of 
meeting disturbance half way and 
checking further disorder. 

Discipline was necessary. The 
raw material coming from the prov- 
inces and fields afar found it rather 
difficult, at first, to bend to stern 
regulations, especially at 5.30 a.m. 

Realized Advantages 

I found the advantage of this 
Spartan training when forty years 
later I was delegated to the missions 
and discovered life but a replica of 
the early days at Assumption, when 
hot water was a theory and steam 
heat an experiment, for between a 
broken down boiler and an uncertain 
fireman the experiment consisted of 
imagination supplying the deficiency 
and it was not a success. So I was 
prepared in ’88 for the vicisitudes of 
the snow clad month in 1928,

R. JOHN A. KEHO, 75 prom- 

inent Bay City, Michigan phys- 
ician, died there on July 30, 1949 
after an illness of six months. A 
native of Saginaw, where he attend- 
ed the parochial schools, Dr. Keho 
came to Sandwich in 1889. He grad- 
uated with the Rhetoric class of 
1894, a class of many outstanding 
men. 


His medical studies were pur- 
sued at the Detroit College of Medi- 
cine where he received his degree in 
1897. Internship at St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital in Saginaw and practice in 
Merrill, Michigan, followed. He be- 
gan his lengthy and devoted atten- 
tion to the sick in Bay City in 1906. 
He was for 10 years city health 
officer there and later became a 
member of the staff of Mercy Hos- 
pital. He was a member of St. 
Mary’s parish and the Knights of 
Columbus, a devoted husband and 
father. 


Dr. Keho was survived by two 
daughters and an alumnus son, John, 
'33-"36, seven sisters and four bro- 
thers, of whom, William, is an al- 
umnus, ‘17-18. Our sincere sym- 
phy goes to the bereaved family.

in the January issue, Fr. A. J. 
“Benny” Jacques, M.M. had looked 
forward to Christmas in his mission 
at Hsing An, Christmas found him 
elsewhere. . 


Seized by Reds 

On December 17, Chinese Com- 
munists seized him at his South 
China mission. In a letter written 
on Christmas Day, he says: “Said 
goodbye to Hsing An amidst trials 
and heart-rending circumstances. 
The following day found us in Kue- 
lin. The story of my leaving my 
mission will have to wait for future 
telling. Today I spent a very quiet 
Christmas. Said my three Masses 
and you may rest assured that my 
friends were not forgotten. 

“There are about ten of us here in 
Kuelin and other Father are ex- 
pected. What my next move is, it 
hard to say.. Another experience has 
been added to my life and one that 
is filled with trials and heartaches. 


“Once before I found myself in 
such circumstances on the third 
Sunday in Advent (when seized by 
the Japanese in Manchuria after 
Pearl Harbor. Ed), unable to say 
Mass, the theme of the Mass and

Dr. C. A. O’Connell 


Dr. Cornelius A. O’Connell, 64, 
noted Cleveland obstetrician, died at 
his home in Lakewood, Ohio, on 
January 8. Dr. O’Connell, a younger 
brother of Msgr. Patrick O’Connell 
of St. Rose Church, Cleveland, was 
a native of Lima, Ohio. After pri- 
mary education in St. Rose School 
there, Dr. O’Connell came to As- 
sumption in 1901 to begin high 
school.

In Korea Is Told 


Pat Garvin Describes 
Two-Week Struggle 


VT. PAT GARVIN, ‘U.S. Mar- 

ines, Korea, writes: “Tommy 
O’Neill and I were together all the 
way to Korea, but there they .split 
us up. We said» we would »meet 
again but I happened to get into the 
assault battalion and we led the way. 
Tommy joined the weapons. com- 
pany of the Ist battalion, 5th Mar- 
ines. For two weeks we fought for 
our lives. If it hadn’t been tor -my 
training at Assumption I would have 
lost my head.” 


“There are only 13 men left out 
of my company. I learned to obey 
orders and to do what: I was told. 
I saw men die because they didn’t 
listen when told to stay put in their 
fox-holes. The night I got hit I 
think I said about ten rosaries. Our 
corpsman was a former Assumption 
student, Warren Cleven. He was 
one of the best and we always’ went 
to Mass when we could: When we 
finally got part way out of the trap 
and | got to where I could be flown 
out, Tommy came over to see me. 
We had a long talk and we both 
wished we were back at good old 
Assumption.” . 

“Old Tom still goes on without 
any trouble or worry in the world. 
I met his officer in the hospital and 
he said Tom was the coolest minded 
kid he had ever met. _My mother 
sent me the November Chatter. I 
was sorry to read about the football 
season. | am on Guam now getting 
a rest but expect to go back to 
Korea.” P 

“I'd like to thank all the priests 
at Assumption for the training. At 
the time I didn’t realize how good it 
is but when it comes to a war you 
really seem to wake upto the fact 
that it’s the best a fellow could 
ask for.” .

Fr, Jacques On 
Brief Furlough 


Rev. Armand J. (Benny) Jacques, 
Maryknoll missioner, Assumption 
grad and athletic immortal at the 


college, for the past few weeks has 
been visiting friends in Windsor and 
Detroit following his return from 
the Orient after being released by 
Chinese Communists. 


Father Jacques was in detention 
in his mission residence in South 
China for approximately a year be- 
fore being formally placed under ar- 
rest last December. He was then 
moved to an inland city where he 
was held prisoner until March when 
he was told to get out of China and 
sent to Hong Kong. During the 
time he spent in the custody of the 
Communists, Father Jacques suf- 
fered no physical violence but was 
under a great mental strain for 
more than a year. 


While in Windsor, Father Jacques 
had a complete physical checkup 
and was pronounced in first class 
condition by the medicos. He ap- 
peared the picture of health and ex- 
tremely anxious to return to the 
Orient where he has spent more 
than 20 years as a missionary. 


His ouster from Red China was 
the second such experience for Fa- 
ther Jacques. He worked for many 
years in Manchuria and was taken 
prisoner by the Japanese in that 
country when the Nips invaded his 
mission area. He remained in Jap- 
anese hands until the end of World 
War II when he was ‘liberated” by 
the Russians who later turned him 
over to American troops. After that 
experience, he returned home on a 
year’s furlough and was a frequent 
visitor to the college.

Rev. Vincent J. Toole, 73, a priest 
of the archdiocese of Detroit, died in 
Dubuque, Iowa, on September 27 
after a long illness. A native of 
Jackson, Michigan, Fr. Toole was 
a student at Assumption from 1897 
to 1899. Following studies at St. 
Paul Seminary, St. Paul, Minn, he 
was ordained on July 4, 1915. 


His first appointment was to St. 
Augustine’s, Kalamazoo. In 1917 
he became a U.S. Army chaplain 
and served two years in France with 
the 324th Infantry. He was cited 
for heroic devotion to duty under 
fire on October 25, 1918 at Bois de 
Montagne, when he volunteered to 
minister to dying men and to bury 
the dead. 


After the war he was named past- 
or of St. Mary’s, Paw Paw, Mich- 
igan. In 1922 he went to St. Henry’s, 
Lincoln Park as pastor. Three years 
later he established St. Clement’s 
parish of Dearborn, From 1929 to 
1938 he was pastor of St. Gertrude’s, 
St. Clair Shores. Ill health forced 
his retirement. R.I.P.

TyEV. Pierre L’Heureux, 81, a 
priest for 55 years, died at Hotel 
Dieu, Windsor on October 16 after 
a long illness. He had been living 
in retirement at the hospital for 13 
years. 
Native of Quebec 

Born in La Jeune Lorette, near 
Quebec City, his father moved the 
family to Essex County a year after 
Fr. L’Heureux’s birth. After at- 
tending St. Alphonsus School in 
Windsor, he enrolled at Assumption 
in September, 1884, and attended till 
the completion of the study of phil- 
osophy in 1892. That fall he began 
theology at the Grand Seminary in 
Montreal. 

On December 21, 1895, he was 
ordained to the priesthood and ap- 
pointed as curate of St. Alphonsus, 
Windsor. After several years as a 
curate in Windsor and elsewhere, 
and a short period as secretary to 
Bishop McEvay at London, Fr. 
L’Heureux was named to his first 
pastorate at Simcoe in 1900. In 1904 
he became pastor at Belle River 
where he remained 25 years. For 
four years he was pastor of River 
Canard then became pastor at 
Stoney Point from which post he 
retired a year later. R.I.P.

October 16, when he was first re- 
ported missing in action. The fam- 
ily had received no notification from 
the defense department. He is the 
first former Assumption student to 
meet death in the Korean conflict. 


The twins were members of a

in the fierce fighting for a major hill 
point on October 16.

ronto in June, 1938. Then followed 
three years of postgraduate study 
and teaching as a member of the 
staff of Catholic Central, Detroit. 
Fr. Pappert was ordained to the 
priesthood on August 15, 1942 and 
at the completion of his theological 
studies a year later, joined the 
teaching staff of his Rochester Al- 
ma Mater where he spent five 


years. 
In 1948 Father was appointed to 
St. Michael’s College, Toronto 
from where he came a year ago. 
In 1944 he was awarded an M.A. 
degree from the University of De- 
troit. When the Philosophers’ Flat 
was again opened to College resi- 
dents, last September, Fr. Pappert 
became Dean of Residence.

To Formosa Post 


EV. ARMAND J. (BENNY) 

JACQUES, noted former As- 
sumption athletic star and Maryknoll 
missionary, left Windsor December 
4 to return to his mission work in 
the Far East. 

Pr. Jacques arrived home last May 
on a year’s furlough after being ex- 
pelled from Communist China. An 
opportunity to work in a new field 
—Formosa—came to him and he cut 
short his. furlough to resume his 
labor of love, the conversion of the 
people of the Far East from pagan- 
ism. 


During his more than 20 years in 
the mission field of the Orient, Fr. 
Jacques has had many experiences 
with Communists. After being taken 
prisoner by the Japanese in Man- 
churia early in World War IT, he 
was liberated by Russians and event- 
ually repatriated. Returning to the 
Far East after a year’s furlough, he 
opened up a new mission in South 

hina and was placed under house 
detention by the Communists there 
shortly before Christmas last year. 
He eventually was ordered deported 
from China by the Reds, arriving in 
Hong Kong last March, and after 
a brief rest there, returned home.
